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ALLIES TO RENDER 

NO AID TO POLES 

— — — 

Threatened Independence 
Only Would Cause 
Interference 



I London. Aug 10— "I nm still hope- 
ful of pence," were the opening wordu 
•of Premier Lloyd George's announce- 
ment in the Mouse of Common* today 
with regard to the Russo-Pollsh crl- 

» 

The House was crowded and the 
tension wan high In anticipation of 
the Premier s "peace or w«r" state- 
ment As he entered he was warmly 
-cheered. 

Mm Krussln and Kameneff, of thi 
Russian Soviet delegation here were 
In the strangers' gallery. 

Mr Lloyd George declared the 
Polish attack was not Justified in the 
opinion of the British Oovernment 
and that the Soviet Oovernment In 
any condition* of peace was entitled 
to take Into account the facts of the 
attacks made hy the Poles upon Kus- 
sla and that those attacks were de- 
livered despite the warnings of the 
Allies to Poland 

Mu»l Not Partition Poland. 

The Soviet, he declared was en- 
titled to demand such guarantees as 
would bo exacted by any Power 
against a repetition of attacks of that 
hind What was challenged, he said, 
was that "nothing Justifies retalia- 
tion, reprisal or punishment which 
goes to the extent of wiping out na- 
tional existence." 

"Apart altogether from the moral 
i right of any Power to demand the ex- 
tinction of another nation as punish- 
ment for the aggression of its Gov- 
ernment," Premier Lloyd Oeorge said, 
' Europe has to be considered. The 
Independence of Poland and Its ex- 
istence as an independent nation is 
• an essential part of the structure of 
European peace Repartition of Po- 
land would not merely be a crime- 
t'i would be a peril, and we have to 
i-oaalder both these contingencies as 
sole purpose of the Allied policy was 
a basis for our policy." 

The Premier declared that the 
to secure peace on a basis of Inde- 
pendence for ethnographical Poland. 
He said the Hythe conference agreed 
that the Allies should advise Poland 
to endeavor to negotiate an armistice 
and make peace as long as Buch In- 
dependence was recognised. That 
recommendation has been forwarded 
to the 8ovlet Oovernment. the Pre- 
mier stated. 

He pointed out that the Allies 
suggested to the Soviet that they de- 
clare a truce Monday at midnight, but 
this was not accepted In view of the 
Minsk meeting set for Wednesday. He 
declared there had been great and 
auspicious delays In coming to a dis- 
cussion of a.1 armistice. He could 
not imagine, the Premier said, why. 
if there had been a real desire to 
aV.ave an armistice and negotiate peace 
the Soviet Government would not 
have fixed a date at the latest a week 
or ten days ago for the purpose. 

The Premier continued: "We are 
not going to have a quarrel or pro- 
pose to engage this country In a dis- 
pute whether it means much or little 
upon the difference between Monday 
•or Wednesday, and there the Allies 
are agreed." 

Continuing his outline of the decis- 
ions reached at the Hythe conference 
Mr. Lloyd Oeorge said: 

"If they negotiate sji agreement at 
Minsk, we do not propose to Inter- 
vene to upaet any arrangement which 
la acceptable to the Poles. It Is their 
affair. I sincerely trus^ It will mean 
peace, but supposing It did not we 
have got to face that." 

If the Minsk conference failed be- 
cause the Poles refused to accept 
terms, which the Soviet was entitled 
to dictate having regard to the way 
lu which the coufllct started and to 
the Polish military condition, then 
the Allies could not support Poland, 
the Premier declared. However, If the 
Bolshevik insisted upon terms threat- 
ening the Independence of Poland, 
then a different situation would 
.arise. 

™ Outlining the action of the AUtes 
had decided to Cake If necessary, the 
Premier Bald no action would be tak- 
en except to support the struggle for 
polish Independence than President 
^'ion and I am certain that what- 
ever difference, of opinion there may 



be In America with regard to the 
Poland's existence and Independ- 
ence. No Allied troops would be 
sent to Poland, he declared. It would 
not be necessary he said, If the Po- 
lish resources were thoroughly or- 
ganized and well directed. 

The next action, continued the 
Premier, would be to put economic 
pressure upon Soviet Russia either 
by naval action or International ac- 
tion, substantial stores, he said, were 
available in that quarter of the world 
which the Allies would feel obliged 
to send to Polland 

Replying to an Interjection as to 
what the position of America would 
he. Mr. Lloyd Oeorge said: 

"We certainly are going to appeal 
to America. There is, of course, the 
difficulty in America that up to the 
present she has not ratified the trea- 
ty and that the treaty is the subject of 
conflict between the two great par- 
ties. It Is not In our power to say 
what view the American executive 
would take. I am only Judging from 
the attitude of America at the peace I 
conference. She was a strong pro -j 
tagonlst of Polish Independence. No 
man could have taken a more deter- 
mined and zealous part in setting up 
League of Nations there would be no 
difference In their general attitude 
towards Polish Independence." 

The Premier declared that up to 
the present Great Britain was taking 
no steps to assist In any attack on So- 
viet Russia Inside her own territory, 
alnce the British Government's chang- 
ed pulley was announced. 

The Premier declared that If the 
negotiations with Soviet Russia had 
broken down because of the Bolshc

With the conversations between the 
premiers, with the British conlerences 
between M. Kiassln and M. Kameneff 
and the political winking between 
Bcrtta and Moscow, which has long 
since passed the flirtation stage, and 
with the possibility of a little talk be- 
tween the German foreign minister. 
Dr. Simons, and Premier Lloyd 
George when they take their vaca- 
tions In Switzerland, comes the pro- 
things of far-reaching significance to 
history. 

In spite of all the dangers attend- 
ant on the several points of high ten- 
sion In the last ten days, and the un- 
certainties, there is, for the first time 
since the armistice, something like a 
feeling of satisfaction in Germany, 
to the assurance that her position is 
strong and is getting stronger daily, 
and that she is still In the European 
political ring. 

That feeling has been instilled by 
the Russian defeat of Poland, the 
proximity of the Russian armies to 
Germany and the fact th.-t the enten- 
te seemed unable to do anything 
against Russia, together with the re 
MjuriUblt unanimity of th) German 
political i>aities from the Communists 
to tbd Reactionaries if It becomes ne- 
cessary t.i fight against «n allied vio- 
lation of German neutrality 

It is (;penly professed th-t there is 
no fenr of a blackade, is the harvest 
is good. It is also professed that 
Great Britain knows full well that a 
blockade would automatclally throw 
Russia and Germany together. 

The demands, openly voiced in the 
French press, for the occupation ot 
the Ruhr Valley, have met with the 
assertion that the French would not 
get a ton of coal if this occurred, and 
that, with the aid of Russia, Germany 
would again obtain the upper Silesian 
mines. 

May Reject Intervention. 

Just as the Soviets rejected British 
Intervention and Insisted that the 
Kusso-Polish peace negotiations were 
a family affair and nobody else's 
business, there Is a belief here that 
Moscow will take a similar stand lu 
shaping^Russo-German relations. 

It is evident on every hand that the 
allies, by maklug Oermany knuckle 
down at the Spa conference, instilled 
the thought in wide circles, hitherto 
antagonistic, that there are worse 
evils than a condition of quasi Bol- 
shevism. 

Thru playing up the press reports 
of the cruelties visited on the Ger- 
mans lu the East by the Poles, and 
dwelllug on the occupation of Saur 
by the French, with alleged atrocities 
perpetrated by the colored troops, a 
strong feeling is being built up Even 
the Indepeiideut Socialists, who havi 
heretofore been of the most friendly 
feelings toward France, have been 
by the attitude of Moscow to 



get on the anti-French band wagon. 

Poland may soon have two capitals. 
The majority of the foreign legation 
personnels, excepting the chiefs, have 
arrived In Posen, which has evident- 
ly been "elected as a refuge If the 
Bolshevist troops came nearer to 
Warsaw.

CROP 



AIDED BY GOOD RAINS 



Recent and tolerably general rains 
came in the nick of time to catch 
crops in this County as moisture was 
beginning to be essential. The cool 
spell some time ago coupled with 
needed rain had a tendency to fur- 
ther retard an already late corn crop, 
but since the downpour of the latter 
part of last week warm weather has 
again prevailed and the advancement 
has been wonderful. 

The rainfall was excessive In some 
localities and a portion of the County 
received but little, in fact rain Is still 
needed. The northern section was 
visited by too much and the south- 
eastern portion lacks rain. 

Tobacco Is uneven in growth with 
rather small stalk and poor leaves, 
but the major portion of the crop is 
well on the road, to maturity, in fact 
as early as it should be. Witht late 
fall, considering present prospects, 
the corn crop bids fair to surpass any 
of recent years, in so far as quality Is 
concerned. The acreage is perhaps 
equal to the average for the past half 
dozen years. 

The hay crop was unusually heavy 
and practically all of It was harvested 
in good condition, the greater portion 
of which has been baled and stored. 
Pasture at this season of the year was 
never better and Is certain to con- 
tinue so for some time, with another 
good rain in a week or two from this 
date good grazing is assured through 
the season when it is usually very 
poor. On the whole, the outlook for 
Ohio County is by far, better than 
the most sanguine hoped for in the 
late spring. 



Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 9 — The 
Tennessee Legislature, meeting in 
extraordinary session to act on the 
Federal Suffrage Amendment, today 
heard Oovernor Roberts urge prompt 
ratification and then adjourned un- 
til tomorrow without introduction of 
the ratification resolutions. Neither 
house was in session for more than an 
hour. • ' 

Ratification resolutions, leaders 
said tonight, will be offered tomor- 
row and referred to committees which 
may conduct hearings. A vote Is not 
regarded as probable in either house 
before the end of the week at the 
earliest. 

Both advocates and opponents of 
Titlficatlon, In statements Issued after 
the Initial session, expressed confi- 
dence In the outcome of the fight to 
' make Tennessee the thirty-sixth 
State to ratify and thereby enfran- 
chise the women of the nat'on in time, 
to permit them to vote in the Novem- 
ber elections. 

Anti-suffragists claimed there w*re 
enough members opposed to suffrage 
to defeat the ratification resolution, 
while Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
president of the National Women 
Suffrage Association, declared that if 
members pledged to ratification stood 
by their pledges suffrage would win. 
Mr. Roberts, in his message, de- 
clared ratification should be voted 
promptly in order that the woman of 
the country might "share In shaping 
the destiny of the republic." 

On all sides, it was said, the course 
of the Republican delegation would 
play an Important part in the issue. 
Seven of the thirty-three Senators are 
Republicans. Seventeen votes in the 
Senate are necessary for ratification. 
In the Honse, however, the member- 
ship of ninety-nine Includes twenty- 
nine Republicans. Fifty votes will 
be necessary for ratification by the 
House.

Washington. Aug. 9 — New York 
State is safely Republican as the re- 
sult of developments during and since 
the Saratoga convention, according 
to reports received in congressional 
circles. 

It is believed that the Republican 
convention placed a strong ticket In 
the field, that antipathy to further 
control of the State by Tammany will 
prevent the re-election of Governor 
Smith, that the extreme unpopularity 
cf the Wilson administration will gain 
many Democratic votes, and that the 
entire State will be swept In by a ma- 
jority of i/pwards of 200,000, with 
the r?sult, as Job Hedges has said, 
that the Republicans next March will 
inaugurate and not nnolnt n Presi- 
dent. 

Col. William Hnyward, who led a 
negro regiment to France during the 
war, has this to say of New York 
politics: 

"Much the same lnck of vision on 
the part of our Democratic opponents, 
much the same opportunism nnd 
quack doctrine is in evidence in their 
leadership in New York State as in 
the nation.

50 Followers Of Bandit To 
Act As Guard At Mex- 
ico's 



San Pedro, Coahuila. Mexico, Auk 
I. — Under terms of his "uncondition- 
al" surrender. Francisco Villa, Mexi- 
can bandit loader, will get a huga es- 
tate at Canutllln. Durango, whore he 
will he guarded (or the remainder of 
Ma life by fifty of hlx trusted fol- 
lowers, who will be paid by the gov- 
ernment, It waa learned today.. 

Villa's surrender will cost the Mexi- 
can government two million dollar* 
gold, according to estimates, 
j Vi'.'.a, with 900 officers and men. 
Is enroute over the deaert to San Pe- 
dro from Cuatro Clenegas ftir final ar- 
rangements for his surrender and dis- 
arming of his foreea. 

He will reach here Monday and 
then march to tiomez Palacio where 
hit) men will be (Unarmed and receive 
a year's pay prior to being given 
farms where the men themselves dea- 
ignate thruout Mexico. Part of them 
will be in the Northern tier of states 
>l>i,-- Kv«t>\nIioit. 

Villa has aplea In every Mexlcnn 
town and hamlet and these also are 
en route to Gomel Palacio to share in 
tho surrender terms. 

The personal guard of fifty men 
Villa will select, it is presumed, from 
among his most trusted officers, thus 
keeping a nucleus for another revolu- 
tionary army If he becomes dissatis- 
fied. 

The guard will be paid according 
to the rank the various officers held 
under Villa, and can not be displaced, 
according to the official agreement 
Oen.

The agreement creates In Mexico a 
situation parellellng that resulting In 
the United States from the Indian set- 
tlements.

Tokio, July 2 — Viscount Kato, for- 
merly ambassador to England, in a 
recent interview declared that altho 
the arbitration treaty between Eng- 
land and the United States waa not 
ratified by the Senate and the resuP. 
aimed at unaccomplished, that it was 
Japan who proposed the insertion of 
a clause in the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance which would remove the risk of 
England's becoming Involved in any 
dispute between the United States and 
Japan. 

The clause referred to Is Article VI 
of the alliance which provides that, 
should either party conclude a treaty 
of general arbitration with a third 
power, It la agreed that nothing in 
the agreemeut should imposo an ob- 
ligation to go to war with the power 
with whom such an arbitration trea- 
ty is In force. 

Diplomats Differ. 
A difference of opinion appears to 
exist in Tokio diplomatic circles as 
to the actuul scope qf the British- 
American arbitration treaty. The 

reaty actually in force is the so- 
called Bryan treaty which was signed 
in 1914. Its aim Is to advance the 
cause of general peace and it provides 
that all disputes of every nature shall 
be referred to a permanent arbitra- 
tion comniiaslou which has at least 
a year to study the dispute at Issue 
The parties reserve the right to act 
independently on the subject matter 
of the dispute after the report has 
been submitted but agreed not to en- 
gags In hostilities before the commis- 
sion has made Its report. 

The Uryan treaty was to continue 
l>r five years but remaius In force un- 
til twelve months utter one of the 
contracting parties has glveu notice 
of an Intention to terminate it. Unless 
renounced, the .treaty is. therefore, 
without limit of duration. Americans 

pparently re«ard this as a permanent 



arbitration agreement. 

It is learned here that Japan was 
approached by the United States con- 
cerning the signing of a similar agree- 
ment. Viscount Kato, who was 
foreign minister, expressed Japan's 
desire for permanent peace with the 
United States but the Japanese gov- 
ernment has never followed up the 
official suggestion of the United 
States government to arrange a trea- 
ty. 

One treaty concerning arbitration 
already exists between Japan and the 
United States. It was signed in 1908 
renewed in 1913 and in 1918 was ex- 
tended to 1923. This agreement re- 
fers only to differences which may 
arise of a legal nature or relating to 
the interpretation of treaties existing 
between the contracting parties. Such 
matters are to be submitted to the 
permanent Hague tribunal. 

In the course of the interview 
above referred to. Viscount Kato ad- 
mitted he could name no specific ob- 
ject to be accomplished by the renew- 
al of the Angla-Japanese alliance, but 
he thought its renewal would be an 
act of prudence on the part of both 
nations. 

"It has been in existence for twen- 
ty years," he said, "and it has been 
useful for both count] ies. If It Is no' 
renewed, the position will not be the 
same as If It had never .been made. 
The tendency will be for the two 
countries to drift apart."

The advantage of wool pooling and 
cooperative selling may well he out- 
lined as permitting the growers to 
sell their wool collectively In a largo 
volume, thus attracting a large nnm- 
lier of buyers and making possible HM 
inyinent of the full value of th» wool. 
The larger buyers are not attracted 
by individual clips unless they are of 
considerable magnitude such as some 
of those produced by the larger 
ranchers In the West. Nor Is the lo- 
cal buyer able to pay the full price for 
wools which must be purchased a few 
fleeces at a time and carried at his 
personal expense and risk until suf- 
ficient volume has been accumulated 
to permit his shpiment to some cen- 
tral wool market. 

Volume handling such as Is possible 
where the entire clip of the communi-

DRY AMENDMENT 

Supreme Court Is Asked To 
Review Recent De- 
cision.

The petition contended that the 
eighteenth amendment was designed 
to deal exclusively with intoxicating 
liquors. Mr. Kclgenspan. In his orig- 
inal suit, sought to prove that beer of 
2.76 per cent alcoholic content wn . 
not Intoxicating. 

Th.' latest petition pointed out thr 
Import nice anil niagtilturo of tho con- 
stitutional quislliuis Involvd and <l"- 
claml that so far as the |S tW O«lt 
has been able to ascertain, "there Is 
mo record of any Important modern 
case Involving such vital questions 
being disponed of by a court of final 
resort without explaining Its con- 
clusions." 

The brief continued: 

"Not only Is It quite unprecedented 
In the history of this court for It thus 
to dispose without opinion of great 
constitutional questions, hut as em- 
phasized by Mr Justice McKenna In 
his dissenting opinion, it is difficult 
to measure the force of the conclu- 
sions stated by the court or the de- 
ductions properly to be drawn from 
«hem Furthermore, the conclusions 
«to not completely answer question., 
nctually Involved In tho litigation an" 
submitted for decision. 

"As stated by the learned chief Jus- 
tice In his concurring opinion, the 
court was deciding a case of great 
magnitude and passing upon tin 
amendment to the constitution of the 
Vnlted States dealing with the pow- 
ers and duties of the national and 
state governments, and Intimately 
concerning the welfare of the people " 

The petition declared that the 
meaning and effect of such an amend- 
ment was necessarily the "subject of 
discussion and concern In the forum 
of public opinion, and the failure of 
the court to assign any reasons for 
Its decision has tended naturally to 
invite criticism and create much pub- 
lic dissatisfaction." 

"It seems, therefore." the petition 
continued, "that It Is not Irrelevant 
pr improper to urge. In support of a 
1>loa for a rehearing, that public 
opinion has doubted and challenged 
the fitness of summarily deciding and 
disposing of a great constitutional 
controversy. Involving vast property 
Interest ! and long established legltl 
mute Industries and intimately con- 
cerning the welfare of the whole peo- 
ple, without disclosing the reason- 
for such disposition.'

Paris, Aug. 3— In order to prevent 
any commercial encroachment on 
Romugne Cemetery, where 23,000 
Atnericun soldiers are burled, the 
French Government has been axke'i 
hy the American Army Oruves Regis- 
tration Service authorities to pur- 
chase the gentle slope facing the front 
of the cemetery, and fhe entire crest 
of the hill occupied in part by the 
cemetery, as well as plots at both 
sides. 

The Romagne, Suresnes and Bel- 
leau Woods cemeteries have been ap- 
proved by tho Secretary of War as 
-the permanent resting places of more 
thun 30,000 soldier dead, who will 
continue to sleep in French soil 
Suresnes, which Is on the slope of 
Mont Valerlen, one of the forts built 
to defend Paris, is already protected 
against encroachment of any kind 
and the same Is nearly true of Belleau 

The extra ground to be purchas- 
ed at Romagne will not only safe- 
guard the cemetery against any en- 
croachment, but will provide areas 
which will be used by American hor- 
ticultural experts to Burround the 
hallowed spot with trees and shrub- 
bery. At the present time the ceme- 
tery is surrounded only with a long 
wail, and there is no available space 
for planting. 

The beautlficatlon of the cemetery 
•will not begin for some months us

The speakern emphasized the Im- 
portant part women are to play la the 
election this fall and urged font ev- 
ery effort be made to secure ratifi- 
cation of the thirty-sixth state In 
time for women to participate in ev- 
ury state in all elections in Novem- 
ber. Mrs. South who recently has 
traveled over many of the states and 
been In conference with party leaders 
at national headquarters in New York 
and Chicago, declared the women are 
for the Republicans If they can only 
set the ballot. 

Searcy .Made Chairman. 
Secretary Mlhum Phelps sent the 
following telegram to all Republican 
members of the Legislature imme- 
diately after the meeting: 

"Loulsvlle. Ky.. Aug. 11. 1920.

"Villa is the only important rev- 
olutionary chieftain in Mexico to- 
day," he continued upon being press- 
ed for his reasons for suspecting Vil- 
la's published' announcement that he 
would "retire." He stated that then 
had been many more revolutions or- 
ganized along the Texas border, dur- 
ing the last few months than in the 
Interior of Mexico.
